every confectionery establishment manufacturing candy or ice 
cream for their own retail trade only.

AN ACT to amend section 20.19 of the statutes, relating to the

20.19 There is appropriated from the general fund to the 
commissioners of public lands, * • * 

(I) Annually, beginning July 1, • • * 1917, four thou-
sand • • • seven hundred fifty-five dollars, for the execu-
tion of their functions. 

(2) On July 1, 1917, not to exceed five hundred dollars, for 
rebinding dilapidated records, to properly arrange, file and 
index the official records and documents in their custody.

CHAPTER 650 
AN ACT to amend subsection 7 of section 1548 of the statutes. 

relating to the sale of intoxicating liquors. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate. 
and Assembly, do enact as follows: 
SECTION 1. Subsection 7 of section 1548 of the statutes is 

amended to read : (Section 1548) 7. (a) Nor shall any such 
license be granted for the sale of any such liquors within a dis-
tance of two and one-half miles of the grounds of the Wisconsin 
veterans' home in the town of Farmington, county of Waupaea. 
nor to any person who is the owner or keeper, directly or in-
directly, of a house of ill fame or house of prostitution. Nor 
shall any license be granted for the sale of any such liquors to 
be drank on the premises within a distance of three thousand 
two hundred feet of the main building of any state university ; 
nor shall any such license be granted for the sale of any such 
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liquors in or upon Peninsula Park in Door county, Devil's Lake 
Park in Sauk county, Inter-State Park in Polk county and the 
• • * Nelson Dewey Park in Grant county, or within a 
distance of one mile from any such park. 

(b) Nor shall any such license be granted for the sale of any 
such liquors within a distance of three miles of the grounds of 
the Wisconsin state military reservation near Camp Douglas, 
Juneau county; nor within three miles of the United States 
military reservation situated in townships seventeen and eight-
een north, ranges two and three west, near Sparta, Monroe 
county. 

(c) Nor shall any such license be granted for the sale of any 
such liquors at retail upon or within three miles of the grounds 
of any military reservation or training camp used for the pur-
pose of training the Wisconsin national guard, or soldiers, sailors 
or marines of the United States while said military reservation 
or training camp is occupied by such guard, soldiers, sailors or 
marines, other than those regularly employed as camp officers 
or employes; and any such license granted to any person for 
the sale of such liquor at retail upon or within said three mile 
limit before any such military reservation or training camp is 
located or established shall, upon its establishment and location 
and the occupation thereof by such guard, soldiers, sailors or 
marines, other than those regularly employed as camp officers 
or employes, be immediately revoked and become null and void 
but without prejudice to the renewal or regranting of any such 
license after the termination of the present war with Germany, 
and the holder of such license so revoked shall be repaid such 
portion of the license fee paid by him as the time between such 
revocation and the succeeding July first bears to the whole time 
for which such license was granted. Provided that nothing in 
this paragraph, (c), contained, shall affect the right of any city 
to grant licenses within the boundaries of any such city. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
